IIow to Make Swallow Bows. 

“Swallow bows" ore now taking the 
place of butterfly bows, and are made 
In this way: Tuke a stiff glace ribbon 

two or three Inches wide and cut one 
end with long, sharp points like a 
swallow’s tail. Place a loop below, 
which represents the thickness of the 
bird’s body, and then two side cuds cut 
in diagonal points for the wings. With 
a rosette us a finish this makes a very 
effective bow. A charming hut trimmed 
with two of these swallow bows, one 
on either side, was of black leghorn, 
with fluted brim und a full red June 1 
rose in each flute. •
